Hardy  Perennials 


The  flowers  of  the  perennial  group  are  those  that  made  glad  the 
hearts  of  our  grandmothers.  Famed  in  “Song  and  Story”  the 
“Old-Fashioned  Garden”  was  planted  mainly  with  Foxgloves,  Del¬ 
phiniums,  Sweet  Williams,  Columbines,  Phlox,  Coreopsis,  Canter¬ 
bury  Bells,  Daises  and  Hardy  Poppies. 

What  a  part  the  gorgeous  perennial  has  played  in  giving  happi¬ 
ness  to  generations  past  and  what  an  ever  increasing  part  they 
will  play  in  the  garden  of  the  future. 

No  words  of  praise  that  we  might  write  would  do  justice  to  their 
enthi-alling  color,  their  ease  of  cultivation  or  their  adaptability  to 
a  wider  range  of  soils  and  climatic  conditions. 

WHY.  Perennials  are  planted  primarily  for  their  wealth  of 
flowers.  With  the  proper  selection  of  varieties,  our  gardens  may 
be  kept  bright  and  cheery  with  bloom  from  before  the  first  robin’s 
song  in  Spring,  until  Nature  herself  gives  up  the  glorious  task  in 
early  Winter. 

WHEN.  Perennials  may  be  planted  as  early  in  Spring  as  the 
ground  is  workable  (or  in  the  Autumn)  ;  selecting  a  time  when 
the  soil  is  not  cold  or  wet.  Large  clumps  are  not  necessary,  the 
smaller  divisions  show  more  thrift  and  virility,  and  develop  into 
more  shapely  plants. 

WHERE.  Proper  location  and  correct  distribution  are  important 
and  should  receive  serious  consideration.  Any  good  soil  enriched 
with  rotted  manure  or  bone  meal,  dug  deeply  and  thoroughly  mixed, 
will  prove  satisfactory. 

Coarse-leaved,  tall  growing  sorts  should  be  located  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  The  front  of  the  border  should  be  laid  out  in  the  dwarf 
growing  kinds.  Intermediate  rows  will  take  care  of  the  great 
majority  of  perennials  ;  the  principal  requirement  in  their  location 
being  to  so  dispose  that  colors  will  not  clash,  nor  be  unequally 
distributed.  Variation  in  blooming  season  should  also  govern 
location,  in  order  to  have  no  section  of  the  garden  without  some 
show  of  color  at  any  time  of  the  year. 


HOW.  Spacing.  In  planting  perennials  it  is  safe  to  space  those 
varieties  which  do  not  grow  above  2  feet,  about  12  inches  apart ; 
the  taller  ones  at  an  interval  one-half  the  ultimate  height. 

Cultivation.  Don’t  let  up  with  the  hoe  !  Keep  the  ground  well 
cultivated,  leveled  and  free  from  litter. 

Winter  Protection.  Everything  listed  is  “hardy,”  but  in  varying 
degree.  A  light  covering  of  coarse  straw,  manure  or  leaves  (not 
over  2  or  3  inches  deep)  will  give  comfort  to  all  kinds,  and  insure 
safety  for  the  weak.
